All employes in the fire and po- 
lice departments have approved 
of the plan and a majority of the 
other employes have also voted 
approval, Mr. Manley reported. 
Councilman Ray R. Sherwood sug- 
gested that the taxpayers in gen- 
eral should be given an opportun- 
ity to express themselves on the 
proposal before it becomes effect- 
ive. 

The plan calls for retirement ‘of 
police and fire department em- 
ployes at the age of 60 years. 
Other employes may retire after 
reaching 60 years with retirement 
mandatory at 70 years. 

Amount of retirement pay would 
be based on the average salary 
during the last five years of em- 
ployment and the length of em- 
ployment. 

The contribution into the re- 
tirement fund by the employes 
would be 6 per cent of their pay 
and the city’s contribution would 
be of about the same percentage. 

Assurance has been given by 
the officials that no action will be 
taken until the gencral public has 
been given an opportunity to be- 
come familiar with the plan,

“I would like to see every :non- 
political group take action and 
insist that the governor make an 
appointment and not allow the 
vacancy to exist until next Jan- 
uary,” declared Mayor Nisbet.

An enthusiastic crowd bombard- 
ed Gallup Poll Editor William A. 
Lydgate with questions at the 
Chaffey community forum held 
Tuesday night, and chief among 
them was “Who will be elected in 
November?” 

When asked whom Democrats 
will nominate, he replied ‘“Roose- 
velt’”, basing his answer on re- 
sults of recent polls, which show 
86 per cent of the Democrats fav- 
or the president. In replying to 
“Whom will the Republicans nom- 
inate?” his answer was divided, 
with Dewey placed at the top of 
the list, and General MacArthur 
in third place. Willkie, until his 
withdrawal, was a strong con- 
tender for the second place. 

At the beginning of the forum, 
Mr. Lydgate explained how polls 
are taken, stating that accuracy 
depends not on numbers, but upon 
how representative are the voters 
involved.

I had 
just left Winnipeg, Canada, with 
the thermometer 50 degrees be- 
low zero.” 

JOINS PARENTS 

His parents had come to Up- 
land a year previous, and were 
residing in one of the colony’s 
historic landmarks, a ‘Frankish 
residence” on Twenty-fifth street. 

The veteran Uplander immed- 
diately began working for ‘the 
Stewarts”. At that time: mules 
‘were used instead.of tractors. Ir- 
rigation was usually on once-a- 
month schedule. Pests were very 
mild.
